AN ACT 
To amend parts B and E of title IV of the Social Security 

Act to invest in funding prevention and family services 

to help keep children safe and supported at home, to 

ensure that children in foster care are placed in the 

least restrictive, most family-like, and appropriate set-

tings, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-1

tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 2

TITLE I—INVESTING IN PREVEN-1

TION AND FAMILY SERVICES 2

SEC. 101. PURPOSE. 3

The purpose of this title is to enable States to use 4

Federal funds available under parts B and E of title IV 5

of the Social Security Act to provide enhanced support to 6

children and families and prevent foster care placements 7

through the provision of mental health and substance 8

abuse prevention and treatment services, in-home parent 9

skill-based programs, and kinship navigator services. 10

Subtitle A—Prevention Activities 11

Under Title IV–E 12

SEC. 111. FOSTER CARE PREVENTION SERVICES AND PRO-13

GRAMS. 14

(a) STATE OPTION.—Section 471 of the Social Secu-15

rity Act (42 U.S.C. 671) is amended— 16

(1) in subsection (a)(1), by striking ‘‘and’’ and 17

all that follows through the semicolon and inserting 18

‘‘, adoption assistance in accordance with section 19
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473, and, at the option of the State, services or pro-1

grams specified in subsection (e)(1) of this section 2

for children who are candidates for foster care or 3

who are pregnant or parenting foster youth and the 4

parents or kin caregivers of the children, in accord-5

ance with the requirements of that subsection;’’; and 6

(2) by adding at the end the following: 7

‘‘(e) PREVENTION AND FAMILY SERVICES AND PRO-8

GRAMS.— 9

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—Subject to the succeeding 10

provisions of this subsection, the Secretary may 11

make a payment to a State for providing the fol-12

lowing services or programs for a child described in 13

paragraph (2) and the parents or kin caregivers of 14

the child when the need of the child, such a parent, 15

or such a caregiver for the services or programs are 16

directly related to the safety, permanence, or well- 17

being of the child or to preventing the child from en-18

tering foster care: 19

‘‘(A) MENTAL HEALTH AND SUBSTANCE 20

ABUSE PREVENTION AND TREATMENT SERV-21

ICES.—Mental health and substance abuse pre-22

vention and treatment services provided by a 23

qualified clinician for not more than a 12- 24
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month period that begins on any date described 1

in paragraph (3) with respect to the child. 2

‘‘(B) IN-HOME PARENT SKILL-BASED PRO-3

GRAMS.—In-home parent skill-based programs 4

for not more than a 12-month period that be-5

gins on any date described in paragraph (3) 6

with respect to the child and that include par-7

enting skills training, parent education, and in-8

dividual and family counseling. 9

‘‘(2) CHILD DESCRIBED.—For purposes of 10

paragraph (1), a child described in this paragraph is 11

the following: 12

‘‘(A) A child who is a candidate for foster 13

care (as defined in section 475(13)) but can re-14

main safely at home or in a kinship placement 15

with receipt of services or programs specified in 16

paragraph (1). 17

‘‘(B) A child in foster care who is a preg-18

nant or parenting foster youth. 19

‘‘(3) DATE DESCRIBED.—For purposes of para-20

graph (1), the dates described in this paragraph are 21

the following: 22

‘‘(A) The date on which a child is identi-23

fied in a prevention plan maintained under 24
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paragraph (4) as a child who is a candidate for 1

foster care (as defined in section 475(13)). 2

‘‘(B) The date on which a child is identi-3

fied in a prevention plan maintained under 4

paragraph (4) as a pregnant or parenting foster 5

youth in need of services or programs specified 6

in paragraph (1). 7

‘‘(4) REQUIREMENTS RELATED TO PROVIDING 8

SERVICES AND PROGRAMS.—Services and programs 9

specified in paragraph (1) may be provided under 10

this subsection only if specified in advance in the 11

child’s prevention plan described in subparagraph 12

(A) and the requirements in subparagraphs (B) 13

through (E) are met: 14

‘‘(A) PREVENTION PLAN.—The State 15

maintains a written prevention plan for the 16

child that meets the following requirements (as 17

applicable): 18

‘‘(i) CANDIDATES.—In the case of a 19

child who is a candidate for foster care de-20

scribed in paragraph (2)(A), the prevention 21

plan shall— 22

‘‘(I) identify the foster care pre-23

vention strategy for the child so that 24

the child may remain safely at home, 25
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live temporarily with a kin caregiver 1

until reunification can be safely 2

achieved, or live permanently with a 3

kin caregiver; 4

‘‘(II) list the services or pro-5

grams to be provided to or on behalf 6

of the child to ensure the success of 7

that prevention strategy; and 8

‘‘(III) comply with such other re-9

quirements as the Secretary shall es-10

tablish. 11

‘‘(ii) PREGNANT OR PARENTING FOS-12

TER YOUTH.—In the case of a child who is 13

a pregnant or parenting foster youth de-14

scribed in paragraph (2)(B), the preven-15

tion plan shall— 16

‘‘(I) be included in the child’s 17

case plan required under section 18

475(1); 19

‘‘(II) list the services or pro-20

grams to be provided to or on behalf 21

of the youth to ensure that the youth 22

is prepared (in the case of a pregnant 23

foster youth) or able (in the case of a 24
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parenting foster youth) to be a par-1

ent; 2

‘‘(III) describe the foster care 3

prevention strategy for any child born 4

to the youth; and 5

‘‘(IV) comply with such other re-6

quirements as the Secretary shall es-7

tablish. 8

‘‘(B) TRAUMA-INFORMED.—The services or 9

programs to be provided to or on behalf of a 10

child are provided under an organizational 11

structure and treatment framework that in-12

volves understanding, recognizing, and respond-13

ing to the effects of all types of trauma and in 14

accordance with recognized principles of a trau-15

ma-informed approach and trauma-specific 16

interventions to address trauma’s consequences 17

and facilitate healing. 18

‘‘(C) ONLY SERVICES AND PROGRAMS PRO-19

VIDED IN ACCORDANCE WITH PROMISING, SUP-20

PORTED, OR WELL-SUPPORTED PRACTICES PER-21

MITTED.— 22

‘‘(i) IN GENERAL.—Only State ex-23

penditures for services or programs speci-24

fied in subparagraph (A) or (B) of para-25
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graph (1) that are provided in accordance 1

with practices that meet the requirements 2

specified in clause (ii) of this subparagraph 3

and that meet the requirements specified 4

in clause (iii), (iv), or (v), respectively, for 5

being a promising, supported, or well-sup-6

ported practice, shall be eligible for a Fed-7

eral matching payment under section 8

474(a)(6)(A). 9

‘‘(ii) GENERAL PRACTICE REQUIRE-10

MENTS.—The general practice require-11

ments specified in this clause are the fol-12

lowing: 13

‘‘(I) The practice has a book, 14

manual, or other available writings 15

that specify the components of the 16

practice protocol and describe how to 17

administer the practice. 18

‘‘(II) There is no empirical basis 19

suggesting that, compared to its likely 20

benefits, the practice constitutes a 21

risk of harm to those receiving it. 22

‘‘(III) If multiple outcome studies 23

have been conducted, the overall 24
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weight of evidence supports the bene-1

fits of the practice. 2

‘‘(IV) Outcome measures are reli-3

able and valid, and are administrated 4

consistently and accurately across all 5

those receiving the practice. 6

‘‘(V) There is no case data sug-7

gesting a risk of harm that was prob-8

ably caused by the treatment and that 9

was severe or frequent. 10

‘‘(iii) PROMISING PRACTICE.—A prac-11

tice shall be considered to be a ‘promising 12

practice’ if the practice is superior to an 13

appropriate comparison practice using con-14

ventional standards of statistical signifi-15

cance (in terms of demonstrated meaning-16

ful improvements in validated measures of 17

important child and parent outcomes, such 18

as mental health, substance abuse, and 19

child safety and well-being), as established 20

by the results or outcomes of at least one 21

study that— 22

‘‘(I) was rated by an independent 23

systematic review for the quality of 24

the study design and execution and 25
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determined to be well-designed and 1

well-executed; and 2

‘‘(II) utilized some form of con-3

trol (such as an untreated group, a 4

placebo group, or a wait list study). 5

‘‘(iv) SUPPORTED PRACTICE.—A prac-6

tice shall be considered to be a ‘supported 7

practice’ if— 8

‘‘(I) the practice is superior to an 9

appropriate comparison practice using 10

conventional standards of statistical 11

significance (in terms of demonstrated 12

meaningful improvements in validated 13

measures of important child and par-14

ent outcomes, such as mental health, 15

substance abuse, and child safety and 16

well-being), as established by the re-17

sults or outcomes of at least one study 18

that— 19

‘‘(aa) was rated by an inde-20

pendent systematic review for the 21

quality of the study design and 22

execution and determined to be 23

well-designed and well-executed; 24
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‘‘(bb) was a rigorous ran-1

dom-controlled trial (or, if not 2

available, a study using a rig-3

orous quasi-experimental re-4

search design); and 5

‘‘(cc) was carried out in a 6

usual care or practice setting; 7

and 8

‘‘(II) the study described in sub-9

clause (I) established that the practice 10

has a sustained effect (when com-11

pared to a control group) for at least 12

6 months beyond the end of the treat-13

ment. 14

‘‘(v) WELL-SUPPORTED PRACTICE.—A 15

practice shall be considered to be a ‘well- 16

supported practice’ if— 17

‘‘(I) the practice is superior to an 18

appropriate comparison practice using 19

conventional standards of statistical 20

significance (in terms of demonstrated 21

meaningful improvements in validated 22

measures of important child and par-23

ent outcomes, such as mental health, 24

substance abuse, and child safety and 25
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well-being), as established by the re-1

sults or outcomes of at least two stud-2

ies that— 3

‘‘(aa) were rated by an inde-4

pendent systematic review for the 5

quality of the study design and 6

execution and determined to be 7

well-designed and well-executed; 8

‘‘(bb) were rigorous random- 9

controlled trials (or, if not avail-10

able, studies using a rigorous 11

quasi-experimental research de-12

sign); and 13

‘‘(cc) were carried out in a 14

usual care or practice setting; 15

and 16

‘‘(II) at least one of the studies 17

described in subclause (I) established 18

that the practice has a sustained ef-19

fect (when compared to a control 20

group) for at least 1 year beyond the 21

end of treatment. 22

‘‘(D) GUIDANCE ON PRACTICES CRITERIA 23

AND PRE-APPROVED SERVICES AND PRO-24

GRAMS.— 25
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‘‘(i) IN GENERAL.—Not later than Oc-1

tober 1, 2018, the Secretary shall issue 2

guidance to States regarding the practices 3

criteria required for services or programs 4

to satisfy the requirements of subpara-5

graph (C). The guidance shall include a 6

pre-approved list of services and programs 7

that satisfy the requirements. 8

‘‘(ii) UPDATES.—The Secretary shall 9

issue updates to the guidance required by 10

clause (i) as often as the Secretary deter-11

mines necessary. 12

‘‘(E) OUTCOME ASSESSMENT AND REPORT-13

ING.—The State shall collect and report to the 14

Secretary the following information with respect 15

to each child for whom, or on whose behalf 16

mental health and substance abuse prevention 17

and treatment services or in-home parent skill- 18

based programs are provided during a 12- 19

month period beginning on the date the child is 20

determined by the State to be a child described 21

in paragraph (2): 22

‘‘(i) The specific services or programs 23

provided and the total expenditures for 24

each of the services or programs. 25
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‘‘(ii) The duration of the services or 1

programs provided. 2

‘‘(iii) In the case of a child described 3

in paragraph (2)(A), the child’s placement 4

status at the beginning, and at the end, of 5

the 1-year period, respectively, and wheth-6

er the child entered foster care within 2 7

years after being determined a candidate 8

for foster care. 9

‘‘(5) STATE PLAN COMPONENT.— 10

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—A State electing to 11

provide services or programs specified in para-12

graph (1) shall submit as part of the State plan 13

required by subsection (a) a prevention services 14

and programs plan component that meets the 15

requirements of subparagraph (B). 16

‘‘(B) PREVENTION SERVICES AND PRO-17

GRAMS PLAN COMPONENT.—In order to meet 18

the requirements of this subparagraph, a pre-19

vention services and programs plan component, 20

with respect to each 5-year period for which the 21

plan component is in operation in the State, 22

shall include the following: 23

‘‘(i) How providing services and pro-24

grams specified in paragraph (1) is ex-25
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pected to improve specific outcomes for 1

children and families. 2

‘‘(ii) How the State will monitor and 3

oversee the safety of children who receive 4

services and programs specified in para-5

graph (1), including through periodic risk 6

assessments throughout the period in 7

which the services and programs are pro-8

vided on behalf of a child and reexamina-9

tion of the prevention plan maintained for 10

the child under paragraph (4) for the pro-11

vision of the services or programs if the 12

State determines the risk of the child en-13

tering foster care remains high despite the 14

provision of the services or programs. 15

‘‘(iii) With respect to the services and 16

programs specified in subparagraphs (A) 17

and (B) of paragraph (1), information on 18

the specific promising, supported, or well- 19

supported practices the State plans to use 20

to provide the services or programs, includ-21

ing a description of— 22

‘‘(I) the services or programs and 23

whether the practices used are prom-24

ising, supported, or well-supported; 25
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‘‘(II) how the State plans to im-1

plement the services or programs, in-2

cluding how implementation of the 3

services or programs will be continu-4

ously monitored to ensure fidelity to 5

the practice model and to determine 6

outcomes achieved and how informa-7

tion learned from the monitoring will 8

be used to refine and improve prac-9

tices; 10

‘‘(III) how the State selected the 11

services or programs; 12

‘‘(IV) the target population for 13

the services or programs; and 14

‘‘(V) how each service or pro-15

gram provided will be evaluated 16

through a well-designed and rigorous 17

process, which may consist of an on-18

going, cross-site evaluation approved 19

by the Secretary. 20

‘‘(iv) A description of the consultation 21

that the State agencies responsible for ad-22

ministering the State plans under this part 23

and part B engage in with other State 24

agencies responsible for administering 25
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health programs, including mental health 1

and substance abuse prevention and treat-2

ment services, and with other public and 3

private agencies with experience in admin-4

istering child and family services, including 5

community-based organizations, in order to 6

foster a continuum of care for children de-7

scribed in paragraph (2) and their parents 8

or kin caregivers. 9

‘‘(v) A description of how the State 10

shall assess children and their parents or 11

kin caregivers to determine eligibility for 12

services or programs specified in para-13

graph (1). 14

‘‘(vi) A description of how the services 15

or programs specified in paragraph (1) 16

that are provided for or on behalf of a 17

child and the parents or kin caregivers of 18

the child will be coordinated with other 19

child and family services provided to the 20

child and the parents or kin caregivers of 21

the child under the State plan under part 22

B. 23

‘‘(vii) Descriptions of steps the State 24

is taking to support and enhance a com-25
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petent, skilled, and professional child wel-1

fare workforce to deliver trauma-informed 2

and evidence-based services, including— 3

‘‘(I) ensuring that staff is quali-4

fied to provide services or programs 5

that are consistent with the prom-6

ising, supported, or well-supported 7

practice models selected; and 8

‘‘(II) developing appropriate pre-9

vention plans, and conducting the risk 10

assessments required under clause 11

(iii). 12

‘‘(viii) A description of how the State 13

will provide training and support for case-14

workers in assessing what children and 15

their families need, connecting to the fami-16

lies served, knowing how to access and de-17

liver the needed trauma-informed and evi-18

dence-based services, and overseeing and 19

evaluating the continuing appropriateness 20

of the services. 21

‘‘(ix) A description of how caseload 22

size and type for prevention caseworkers 23

will be determined, managed, and overseen. 24
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‘‘(x) An assurance that the State will 1

report to the Secretary such information 2

and data as the Secretary may require 3

with respect to the provision of services 4

and programs specified in paragraph (1), 5

including information and data necessary 6

to determine the performance measures for 7

the State under paragraph (6) and compli-8

ance with paragraph (7). 9

‘‘(C) REIMBURSEMENT FOR SERVICES 10

UNDER THE PREVENTION PLAN COMPONENT.— 11

‘‘(i) LIMITATION.—Except as provided 12

in subclause (ii), a State may not receive 13

a Federal payment under this part for a 14

given promising, supported, or well-sup-15

ported practice unless (in accordance with 16

subparagraph (B)(iii)(V)) the plan includes 17

a well-designed and rigorous evaluation 18

strategy for that practice. 19

‘‘(ii) WAIVER OF LIMITATION.—The 20

Secretary may waive the requirement for a 21

well-designed and rigorous evaluation of 22

any well-supported practice if the Sec-23

retary deems the evidence of the effective-24

ness of the practice to be compelling and 25
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the State meets the continuous quality im-1

provement requirements included in sub-2

paragraph (B)(iii)(II) with regard to the 3

practice. 4

‘‘(6) PREVENTION SERVICES MEASURES.— 5

‘‘(A) ESTABLISHMENT; ANNUAL UP-6

DATES.—Beginning with fiscal year 2021, and 7

annually thereafter, the Secretary shall estab-8

lish the following prevention services measures 9

based on information and data reported by 10

States that elect to provide services and pro-11

grams specified in paragraph (1): 12

‘‘(i) PERCENTAGE OF CANDIDATES 13

FOR FOSTER CARE WHO DO NOT ENTER 14

FOSTER CARE.—The percentage of can-15

didates for foster care for whom, or on 16

whose behalf, the services or programs are 17

provided who do not enter foster care, in-18

cluding those placed with a kin caregiver 19

outside of foster care, during the 12-month 20

period in which the services or programs 21

are provided and through the end of the 22

succeeding 12-month-period. 23

‘‘(ii) PER-CHILD SPENDING.—The 24

total amount of expenditures made for 25
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mental health and substance abuse preven-1

tion and treatment services or in-home 2

parent skill-based programs, respectively, 3

for, or on behalf of, each child described in 4

paragraph (2). 5

‘‘(B) DATA.—The Secretary shall establish 6

and annually update the prevention services 7

measures— 8

‘‘(i) based on the median State values 9

of the information reported under each 10

clause of subparagraph (A) for the 3 then 11

most recent years; and 12

‘‘(ii) taking into account State dif-13

ferences in the price levels of consumption 14

goods and services using the most recent 15

regional price parities published by the Bu-16

reau of Economic Analysis of the Depart-17

ment of Commerce or such other data as 18

the Secretary determines appropriate. 19

‘‘(C) PUBLICATION OF STATE PREVENTION 20

SERVICES MEASURES.—The Secretary shall an-21

nually make available to the public the preven-22

tion services measures of each State. 23

‘‘(7) MAINTENANCE OF EFFORT FOR STATE 24

FOSTER CARE PREVENTION EXPENDITURES.— 25
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‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—If a State elects to 1

provide services and programs specified in para-2

graph (1) for a fiscal year, the State foster care 3

prevention expenditures for the fiscal year shall 4

not be less than the amount of the expenditures 5

for fiscal year 2014. 6

‘‘(B) STATE FOSTER CARE PREVENTION 7

EXPENDITURES.—The term ‘State foster care 8

prevention expenditures’ means the following: 9

‘‘(i) TANF; IV–B; SSBG.—State ex-10

penditures for foster care prevention serv-11

ices and activities under the State program 12

funded under part A (including from 13

amounts made available by the Federal 14

Government), under the State plan devel-15

oped under part B (including any such 16

amounts), or under the Social Services 17

Block Grant Programs under subtitle A of 18

title XX (including any such amounts). 19

‘‘(ii) OTHER STATE PROGRAMS.— 20

State expenditures for foster care preven-21

tion services and activities under any State 22

program that is not described in clause (i) 23

(other than any State expenditures for fos-24

ter care prevention services and activities 25
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under the State program under this part 1

(including under a waiver of the pro-2

gram)). 3

‘‘(C) STATE EXPENDITURES.—The term 4

‘State expenditures’ means all State or local 5

funds that are expended by the State or a local 6

agency including State or local funds that are 7

matched or reimbursed by the Federal Govern-8

ment and State or local funds that are not 9

matched or reimbursed by the Federal Govern-10

ment. 11

‘‘(D) DETERMINATION OF PREVENTION 12

SERVICES AND ACTIVITIES.—The Secretary 13

shall require each State that elects to provide 14

services and programs specified in paragraph 15

(1) to report the expenditures specified in sub-16

paragraph (B) for fiscal year 2014 and for such 17

fiscal years thereafter as are necessary to deter-18

mine whether the State is complying with the 19

maintenance of effort requirement in subpara-20

graph (A). The Secretary shall specify the spe-21

cific services and activities under each program 22

referred to in subparagraph (B) that are ‘pre-23

vention services and activities’ for purposes of 24

the reports. 25
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‘‘(8) PROHIBITION AGAINST USE OF STATE FOS-1

TER CARE PREVENTION EXPENDITURES AND FED-2

ERAL IV–E PREVENTION FUNDS FOR MATCHING OR 3

EXPENDITURE REQUIREMENT.—A State that elects 4

to provide services and programs specified in para-5

graph (1) shall not use any State foster care preven-6

tion expenditures for a fiscal year for the State 7

share of expenditures under section 474(a)(6) for a 8

fiscal year. 9

‘‘(9) ADMINISTRATIVE COSTS.—Expenditures 10

described in section 474(a)(6)(B)— 11

‘‘(A) shall not be eligible for payment 12

under subparagraph (A), (B), or (E) of section 13

474(a)(3); and 14

‘‘(B) shall be eligible for payment under 15

section 474(a)(6)(B) without regard to whether 16

the expenditures are incurred on behalf of a 17

child who is, or is potentially, eligible for foster 18

care maintenance payments under this part.

plans the Executive branch will take to incor-21

porate these benchmarks in efforts to evaluate 22

child welfare agency performance in providing 23

services to children transitioning from foster 24

care.

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‘‘(D) An analysis of the association be-1

tween types of placement, number of overall 2

placements, time spent in foster care, and other 3

factors, and outcomes at ages 19 and 21.
